The Art of Mending. 

A knowledge of how the opera¬ 
tion is performed and a fine care 
and taste in the exercise of the 
knowledge is necessary to success 
in the art of mending. Most im¬ 
portant of all is it that the thread 
used to repair a rent should match 
the material worked upon, and 
where several colors appear in the 
cloth it is often desirable to use 
several colors in mending. Noth¬ 
ing is more unsightly than to see 
a sharply contrasting color used 
to fill a darned place in any arti¬ 
cle- Thread for mending may now 
be procured in great or small 
quantities in all colors, so that it is 
wholly inexcusable to use thread 
that fails to match the ground 
material. 

Gray or colored hose are so dis¬ 
figured oftentimes by the use of 
darning threads in black or white. 
A proper application of darning 
cotton, silk or wool of the right 
color will usually conceal the fact 
that any break had been made in 
the article. The same principle 
holds good in regard to all such 
repairing. 

Black cotton comes in various 
degrees of fineness, and where cot¬ 
ton is needed the finer thread will 
give neater results and often 
keeps its color better than the 
coarser after laundering. Wool, 
however, retains its black appear¬ 
ance longer than cotton, and even 
for cotton hose is sometimes to be 
preferred. Always it should be 
employed upon wool o t cashmere 
stockings. 

A fine needle aids in securing 
pleasing results- In darning a 
slocking, it should bo turned 
wrong sidb out And the first cross¬ 
ing of threads made on the Wrong 
side, Most people prefer then to 
turn the stocking and complete 
the work on the right side. This 
permits a s finish Which cannot 
otherwise be given.

Dresses should be mended with 
thread as nearly as possible like 
the goods in quality And color. 
Careful women keep all the partly 
used spools of thread which have 
been employed in making different 
garments. In this way tho proper 
color is always at hand. Dress¬ 
makers are usually indifferent in 
the matter of returning spools or 
thread having a small amount re¬ 
maining upon them matching the 
costume made. A reminder, how- 
over, will bring back tho various 
colored! spools with the scraps of 
the materials. Thus without fur¬ 
ther search, trouble or expense the 
necessary repairs can always be 
made, Practice aafi chill arc need¬ 
ed for satisfactory results in mend¬ 
ing. Caro and judgment in match¬ 
ing threads are also important. 

There is a Simple method of 
mending which is favored by 
many for certain things. Instead 
of the careful weaving to and fro 
Of Stitches with or without a bit of 
patch benoath, the repair is'made 
Without any stitching at all. For 
this mode of mending a piece of 
rubber tissue is required, such as 
tailors use in tho bottoms of pan¬ 
taloons, and is always to bo found 
at a tailor's. If the break in the 
goods will allow tho frayed threads 
all to come togother, leaving no 
opening, they may be ’'carefully

ber tissue beneath. A muslin 
cloth is then spread carefully over 
the place, preparatory to pressing 
with a warm iron. The iron must 
not be hot, hue warm enough to 
heat the rubber beneath, which 
will then cling to the material, 
holding the frayed threads in 
place upon itself. Jn this way the 
mendiug is accomplished neatly. 
Invisibly and rapidly. This meth¬ 
od is, of course, not to be recom¬ 
mended for a place which will 
have wear or strain upon it, hut 
for many things it is a most desir¬ 
able way of concealing even the 
necessity for mending. 

Those odd L-shaped breaks 
which will appear unaccountably 
in garments are particularly suit¬ 
ed to treatment with the rubber 
tissue. In the fronts of dress 
skirts and overskirts, upon capes 
and wraps, they make their pres¬ 
ence amazingly felt. A piece of 
rubber tissue, a careful hand to 
bring edges together, a muslin 
cloth, and a warm iron are all that 
are needed by a skilful person to 
remove all traces of these rents. 

In tho stores may now be found 
darning thread of all colors, loose¬ 
ly and cleverly woven together in 
such a manner that one has only 
to pull out a thread of the desired 
color and the others remain uudis- 
turbed for other occasions. This 
is a most convenient form in which 
to have darning thread, and costs 
but a few cents in the shops. 

When it is really necessary to in¬ 
sert a piece of material to repair a 
worn or broken place, a piece not 
wholly new is often best for the 
purpose. In color it will blend 
better with the partly worn gar 
ment. Odre in matching stripes 
and designs will be well repaid in 
the appearance of the work. It is 
also important that a piece insert¬ 
ed should be strongly put In and 
large enough to allow for any fur¬ 
ther breaking near the edges, as it 
is most unfortunate to be obliged 
to mend around an old patch or to 
replace it with a second. In the 
latter event the rent will necessa¬ 
rily be much enlarged. 

In this simple art of mending is 
an opportunity for tho exercise of 
good taste, good judgment, pains¬ 
taking care, natural or acquired 
skill, patience, and all else that is 
called into play in the practice of 
any art.—Mrs. H. B. Boulden, 


The Weekly Cleaning. 

It seems necessary to appropri¬ 
ate one day of the week to a gen¬ 
eral cleaning of the whole house, 
arranging the work so that rooms 
•i/Vt requiring this gi-srorul cleaning 
every week may, an equal number, 
be cleaned each week, thoso not 
cleaned one week to be included 
the next week with those requiring 
a Weekly cleaning. t 

When cleaning jviudGWS* the 
woodwork around thorn should be 
cleaned first and wiped dry* Use 
no soap, but softon tho water with 
ammonia. Wash the glass with a 
largo sponge, squeezing it slightly, 
that the water may hot drip. Wipe 
with a clean dry cloth. Polish 
with another, also cloan and dry. 

Wash mirrors In like manner, 
being careful to got no moisture on 
the frame; this should bo Wiped 
with an oiled cloth. 


Do not fail to include the china 
closet in ibis weekly cleaning. 
Every particle of’ dust and dirt 
should be cleaned from off the 
shelves anti Sides of the closet, apd 
instead of the paper covering com¬ 
monly used for shelves, covers 
made of heavy white linen, exact¬ 
ly fitted to the shelf, with a frill of 
heavj, linen lace to fall below the 
edge, will be found more desirable 
and can be easily laundered when 
soiled. Every piece of china that 
has become dusty should be wiped 
with a clean towel. Care should 
be taken to leave no-finger marks 
upon it. Every plate and saucer 
piled away should have a soft mat 
laid over it before another of its 
kind is placed upon it. Lay mats 
|-over tops of tureens and all cover¬ 
ed dishes before placing the cov¬ 
ers upon them. Cups and tum¬ 
blers, instead' of piling two or 
more together, set singly on the 
shelves, tipsi -e down. All dishes 
uncovered should be inverted, so 
that no dust or stray insects can 
invade them. 

If there is one room which 
should predominate in cleanliness, 
I think it should be the pantry. 
To obtain this it will require daily 
as well as weekly cleaning. While 
many housekeepers persist in 
covering their pantry she'ves with 
paper, ornamental or otherwise, I 
can find no reason for doing so. 
Hot dishes and liquids paste the 
paper to the shelves; they are fre¬ 
quently torn when lifting a dish, 
and unless perfectly smooth and 
clean they present an unsightly 
appearance, I think an uncover¬ 
ed, nicely-painted sheif far more 
desirable. This weekly or daily, 
cleaning can be done without re 
moving all the articles from the 
shelves to the kitchen table and 
deluging the shelves with suds. 
It is washing, not mere dusting, 
shelves require. Begin at one end, 
clean a space, move the nearest 
things over on the clean space, 
and so on to the other end. It 
takes less time to clean the shelves 
than it does to remove the dishes 
and change the papers, anti the 
comfort you will experience in 
knowing there is no dust, grease 
or vermin hidden under paper will 
be very satisfying. It is well how¬ 
ever, to cover shelves where heavy 
jars or ironware are kept with en¬ 
ameled cloth, as this can be wash¬ 
ed as easily 1 as the painted shelf. 
To save the paint, have a wire 
rack or a smooth hardwood board 
to sot hot dishes upon. 

Groceries in paper bags and 
packages lying about on pantry 
shelves do not make a tidy appear¬ 
ance. Glass jars, wicle-mouthed 
bottles and tin boxes, plainly lab¬ 
eled, may be utilized for holding 
the coutents of these packages, 
and they should be enapted imme¬ 
diately when brought into the 
house. They should not be kept 
on the same shelves with other ar¬ 
ticles, but have a special place by 
themselves, and kepi there. 

The kitchen closets should not be 
forgotten, the closet under tho 
kitchen sink requiring special care. 
The best plan, is to have no closet 
at all beneath the sink, as it is in 
such dark corners that vermin 
hide* Have the sink all open, and 
if you must keep pahB and kettles 
there* have strips nailed to the 
wall. A narrow shelf fastened to 
the wall above the sink is conven- 
j ient on which to place bottles of 
ammonia, boxes of borax, wash¬ 
ing soda, soap dish containing 
mineral and silver soap, vegetable 
brushes, etc. Small brass hooks 
shouid be screwed into the edge for 
hanging dippers, twine dishmop, 
wire diShmOp and such articles 
that to be bandy should be near 
the sink. I think if the knife 
scouring box should bo discarded 
and mineral Soap and a strip of 
smooth board two inches wide and 
six long used In its place, it would 
not be resumed. There should bo 
a special dish-cloth for this scour¬ 
ing, and this and the board should 
bo washed and dried after using. 

The dish-cloth* sink-cloth and 
cleaning-cioihs 01 ail kinds should 
be thoroughly washed, rinsed and 
dried after every using.

More About Gold Dollars. 

A report, uoting numismatic 
authority, that the Louisiana Pur¬ 
chase dollars are of silver, has 
gained considerable circulation, 
It emanated, rather strange to 
say, .from Washington, It is 
coupled with the criticism that the 
price of three dollars in currency 
for a souvenir dollar in silver is 
excessive, and the prediction is 
made by the numismatist quoted 
that the silver dollars, although 
of distinctive coinage, cannot com¬ 
mand this premium. The Louis¬ 
iana Purchase Centennial dollars 
are of gold. No gold dollars had 
been coined in this country since 
1890, until Congress authorized the 
Louisiana Purchase Centennial 
dollars. The coinage of gold dol¬ 
lars began in 1849. Between that 
date and 1S90 there were coined 
19,499,337 gold dollars. In 1890, 
Congress repeated the Act author¬ 
izing dollar coinage.from gold, so 
that it was necessary to have a 
specific Act of Congress for this 
Louisiana Purchase Centennial is¬ 
sue. 

Iti3the testimony of the lead¬ 
ing numismatists of the country 
that the standard ptico for any one 
of the ordinary gold dollars, in 
good condition, issued before 1890, 
is $2.00, as a minimum. There are 
gold dollars of years when the 
coinage was small which com¬ 
mand much higher premiums. 
Borne of those gold dollars sell 
from $25.00 to $50.00 each. 

The issue of Exposition gold dol¬ 
lars is limited by Act of Congress 
to 250,000, one-half of which bear 
the head of Thomas Jefferson and 
the other half of William McKin¬ 
ley. The first of; these dollars 
were received from the mint just 
before the holidays last winter. 
The experience of the Exposition 
management in the disposition of 
them haB afforded interesting In¬ 
formation in regard to coin collec¬ 
tion, There was considerable lo¬ 
cal curiosity and demand for these 
coins When they 'were received, 
and some thousands of them were 
taken immediately, Since the 
supply of the first demand there 
has been a steady call for ’the 
coins, nearly every mail bringing 
applications for them,' The call Is 
not eon fitted to th is country, It 
shows no decrease. Most of the 
collectors wish the-coins in pairs, 

So that practically 125,000 purchas¬ 
ers will exhaust the supply, The 
heads of McKinley and Jefferson 
from which the McKinley and Jef¬ 
ferson gold dollars were made,wore 
taken from two of the best medals 
intho possession of the Director of 
the Mint, The Jefferson medal 
used, according to the medallic 
history of the United' States, was 
engraved by John Reich, who 
Was, for a time, connected with 
the mint at Philadelphia. He 
died in 1838. The McKinioy medal 
which is considered by the late 
President’s frio ids to bo the best 
portraiture 6f Mr, McKinley, was 
engraved by the present engraver, 
of the mint, Charles E. Barber, 
who had sittings for the purpose 
giveu&him by the late President,

Grand Trunk Have Placed 
Libraries on Trains. 

The Grand Trank Railway Sys¬ 
tem has installed a free library 
service on all its through trains, 
arrangements having been made 
with the Booklover’s Library, of 
Philadelphia, for a supply of the 
latest works. 

Eight cars are to be fitted up 
with between 25 to 50 books in 
each, and these will be at the di 3 
posal of ali passengers on cafe-par 
lour and Pullman cars. 

The service was inaugurated 
May 22nd, and the first car to be 
so equipped was No. 2606.’ This 
car was attached to the “Interna 
tional Limited,” which leaves Bon 
aventure station at 9 a. m. for Chi 
cago. 

Other trains to follow in quick 
succession will be the through 
trains between Toronto and Buffa¬ 
lo, those between New York and 
Chicago, and between Buffalo and 
Muskoka. 

The books will be free to passen¬ 
gers in the cafe-parlour or Pull¬ 
man cars. But a feature which 
will appeal to the traveling public 
is that subscribers to the Booklov¬ 
er’s Library will be given the priv¬ 
ilege of exchanging their books 
while pursuing their journey. 

While the free library service 
has oecome a very popular factor 
in western transportation, the G. 
T. R. is the first line in Canada to 
adopt the principle. 

A catalogue will be issued, giv¬ 
ing a list of the books and distrib 
uted on the trains for the informa¬ 
tion of the patrons. 

Each set of the books will be 
changed every three months, so 
that passengers can always obtain 
the latest literature on G. T. R. 
trains. 

Under the arrangement effected 
with the Philadelphia firm, the 
authorities of the G. T. R. expect 
to have plenty of hooks in order to 
meet the varied tastes of the pa¬ 
trons of that line.

whom the letter was written was 
a classmate ot Daniel Webster at 
Dartmouth College in 1801 , and; 
lived at Milford, N. H. 

Soon after leaving college. in 
1801 , Nathaniel Shattuck studied 
law and when ready to begin prac¬ 
tice he wrote his uncle, Jeremiah 
Andrews of Bethel, asking him 
what inducement Bethel could of- 
fer a lawyer providing lie should 
decide to settle in the town. Mr. 
Andrews’ letter written nearly one 
hundred years ago is of interest 
not only to the old inhabitants of 
our town but to. the legal profes¬ 
sional the. county. Oxford Coun¬ 
ty at the time of the letter, includ¬ 
ed not oqly its 'present territory 
but the greater part of Franklin 
County and two towns in what is 
now Androscoggin County. Th.e 
letter reads as follows-: 

Bethel, June 17 , 1805 .>, 

Respected friend 
Yours of the seventh of June 
came safe to me in which you 
mention the organization of the 
County of Oxford and make sever¬ 


al inquiries. In answer to tire 
(situation of Bethel I think it is 
good for one of your profession. 
The nearest professional * gentle¬ 
man ‘is more than twenty miles 
and but five ip the County; more 
expected soon, though not within 
that distance. If you should see 
fit to come, there would be five or 
six towns, besides plantations, that 
would principally depend on ytiu 
for law; the pumber of actions in 
court last week was rising of one 
hundred. .You ask the distance 
'to the nearest county, in New 
Hampshire which is about fifty 
miles; the shire town is Lancas¬ 
ter in Cobs. I The above gentlemen 
of the iaw ar« Hon. Judah Dana, 
Judge of Probate and State ■ At¬ 
torney for said County; Luther 
Ferron of Norway, Mr 1 ? Soul of 
Paris, who just came,- and Mr. 
Howard of Buckfield, Esquires. 

Our family is all W6ll. My son 
Jeremiah met with an accident by 
the fall of a tree which bruised 
one of his shoulders badly, broke 
no bones; it is a general line of 
health in this part." So I remain,
